(Fromtke. London Q1o|)q,) 
Messra. BarroU *rZSonr. Buchanan 
street, Glasgow, tho ownfers of the Borew 
steamer Fitzmatirico, which, while on a 
voyage from Middlosborough to Valencia, 
with a cargo of pig iron, picked up Cleo- 
patra's Needle after it had been aban- 
doned by tbo Olgn, liavo just received a 
letter from Captain Evans, of tho Fitz- 
manrioe,"deBoribing the manner in vhich 
ho rescued the obelisk. The letter is 
dated from Forrol on the 18th inst., and 
in it the Captain says : — "I loft Middles- 
Ijorough on the 9thinot.,aud encoun- 
tered heavy head winds till the 14th. It 
then blew a terrible gulo, and wo had to 
lie to until 6 a.m. on Monday. Put tho 
vessel on her oqurBe . again, the -wind 
blowing from the south-west. The first 
part of Sunday night it had been south- 
west with a I'onrful sea. About 5 p.m. 
ou Monday, a-way at tho ico beam, I saw 
what appeared to be tho bottom of a ship. 
1 2mt the holm of the Fitzmaurico hord 
up and boro down upon it. Just at dusk 
I found that it was Cleopatra's Noodle. 
Thoro was then too much sea to board it, 
and I waited with groat difficulty on 
account of tho rough weiithor till daylight 
on Tuesday morning. Then we boarded 
tho obelisk slii|), and got it perfectly fast- 
ened by noon, slipi>ing two niue-inch 
hawsers aboard of hor. When wo had 
towod away for about tw o hours tho roijos 
parted, from tho strain put upon them by 
the heavy bob. Again launched a boat 
and screwed tho hawsers, 'aud had to tow 
very slowly on account of the heavy sea. 
Next morning it blew a heavy galo from 
tho southeast, and both ropes parted 
agaiu. Put out tho boats and with groat 
diiliculty fastened them again, and man- 
agf'd to got into this port (Ferrol) at 
9.aO p.m." • - 

Capl;ain Evans remfirks in h'is letter 
that, from tho way in which the ballast- 
ing of the obelisk ship had been done, it 
appercd to bo the work of soldiers and 
not of H.iilor.s. The Captain likewise 
states that after boarding tlio Cleopatra 
ho found tho logbook of Cajitain Carter 
in tho cabin. He remarks that Captain 
Carter is ono of the Peninsular and Oricn- 
t il Company's olHcors, and states'thnt tho 
log, which v.;:s written up to the 5th, 
coLit:iiu.s tiio following entry ; — " This is 
a nio.st niiplea.sMUt night. Tho .swell is 
high and confu -ed, and the Olga teems 
dotormiueil to tow us through tho water 
or under it. I wish she would break 
down, for the quick pitching motion is 
alino-t uuboarabloi JSixteon pitches per 
luiiiuto, each ono sending tho water over 
the bull, foro and afl , aud a good deal of 
S]a-My over all. My bod, tlio foresail, is 
saturated, and I walk abgut in preference 
to sitting below, where all is close, im- 
pure and hot." 

" ' A Sad Suicide. 

A sad-snioido has taken place at Farn- 
ley, near Leeds. Luke Ripley, book- 
keeper at Messr.^ Clough Bros., drowned 
himself iu tbo River Airio. His sister 
acted as his housekeeper, and she receiv- 
d u letter from him, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy: —My Dearest Sai-ah, — I am 
an honest man. I had an arrear in my 
cash last Saturday of 21'<., which I can't 
make out.

I trust in Hiin', whom I 
have loved and served, though imperfect- 
ly. Dear Sarah you must struggle on, 
but it will not ho long. I hope and bo- 
liovo-wo shall meet in Heavon. Tho Lord 
bless you. — Your dear brother, as over,L. 
Ru'iiEV." Tho jury returned a verdict of 
' • remporar,;^insauity ." 

Emeralds. — A traveller who has recent- 
ly visited tho emerald mines of Muzo, iu 
the valley of the Magdalena, South Ameri- 
ca, gives an- iuterestincr accouut of his 
visit. He s lys that lh"Ho emeralds, which 
are eonsidored tho linost in tho world, are 
found at soveral placiisiu the valley, but 
a still greater quantity are extracted from 
tho slopo of a hill about 150 feet high. 
This u.ouutaii), tho soil of which is' very 
soft, coiilaiuH largo deposits of white 
chalk, traversed by small crystals of sul- 
phurated iron, and it is in them that tho 
eiucralds of tha greatu.it value ara found. 
Tho emeralds are obt;iiiiod by digging in- 
to tho rock, and a body of workmen ad- 
vance in a line, clearing the ground as 
tbcy go. At each, end of tUe line is sta- 
tioned au inspector to SCO that they do 
not make uwiiy wit h any of tho stones. 
Tiiore are about 150 men ouiployed, and 
tli03' are j)uid, iu addition to boanl and 
lodging, about 23 cents a d'ly. Tho mines, 
which heloug to tho State, have been 
lea!<ed to an Alsatiau colonist tor sixteen 
years at the annual rental of S 15,750, and 
it is said that he makes 100 per cent, pro- 
fit. Tho butterfly known as tho "Morjiho 
C^'pri.^^," Bpociniuna of which are sold in 
England for X'2 each, is, according to this 
gontlomon, very common there; and lio 
very much offended the miner-i l>y refus- 
ing to believe that this buiterfly derived 
its nourishment by feeding upon the 
omoralds.

We understand that 
the arriingemonts for raising the noces- 
s!uy capital have nt last been completed, 
and are expected to be announced in a 
lew davH, and thero can bo little doubt 
the public will support the undortakiug.
